It should be
noted that the Department is in receipt of a radiation registration submitted by the new permittee,
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Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. Radiation Registration No. 1023, authorizing the use of radioactive
materials at the Rope Ferry Road, Waterford, CT facility, has beon issued to Dominion Nuclear
Connecticut, Inc.

A NOx RACT Compliance Plan is on file with the Burcau of Air Management. If nat previously done so,
Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. must submit a revised cover sheet (Part A. General Information and
Part B. Certification) of the Compliance Plan to the Bureau of Air Management. Please call the Bureau of
Air Management at 860-424-4152 to confirm the submittal requirements.

Title V applications pending with the Bureau of Air Management are non-transferable. Therefore, if not
previously submitted, Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Inc, must submit a new application form or parts
of the application form to the Bureau of Air Management. Please call the Bureau of Air Management at
860-424-4152 to confirm the submittal requirements.

The Bureau of Waste Management is in receipt of your RCRA Part A application and acknowledges the
transfer of the above referenced facility from Northeast Nuclear Energy Co. to Dominlon Nuclear
Connecticut, Inc. The Department files, including the RCRA Part B post closure permit application,
have accordingly been updated to reflect the change in ownership. Please be advised that Dominion
Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. must, within six months of the date of the change of ownership or operational
control of the facility, establish financial assurance for closure and post closure of the facility pursuant to
40 CTR 265, subpart H and 40 CFR 270.72, Until such time as Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Ine. has
demonstrated compliance with the financial requirements, Northeast Nuclear Energy Co, shall be
responsible for this requirement,

Concerning the registration for a hazardous waste generator, EPA and Department records need only be
updated with the new owner's name. The facility EPA ID number, EPA LD. No. CTD000845198, as well
as the status of large quantity generator will remain unchanged. If not previously done so, the
Department's "Request for Change(s) of RCRA Notifier Data Base" form and the EPA form 8700-12
entitled "Notification of Regulated Waste Activity”, must be completed by Dominion Nuclear
Connecticut, Inc. and submitted to the Department at the address identified on the Department's form.

Please be advised that a new Underground Storage Facility Form (EPHM-6) must be filed with the
Department and the local fire marshal if there are any nonresidential underground storage tanks located
on site. Under Section 22a-449(d)-1(f) (Transfer of Facilities) no owner or operator shall transfer
ownership, possession or control of any new or existing facility without full disclosure to the transferee of
the status of the facility with respect to compliance with the Underground Storage Tank (UST)
regulations at least 15 days prior to the transfer. Such disclosure shall include an up-to-date copy of the
information submitted to the commissioner pursuant to subsection (d) (Reporting) of the UST regulations.

General permits issued by the Bureau of Water Management, as a rule, are non-transferable, Therefore,
Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Ine. must submit a new registration for any active, non-transferable
general permit issued to Northeast Nuclear Energy Co. According to Department records, Deminion
Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. has submitted a General Permit Registration for the following general permit

activities:

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Please be aware of the General Permit for Minor Boiler Blowdown Wastewaters. Although no
registration is required, Dominlon Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. must comply with the terms and conditions
of this

general permit, if applicable. A copy of this general permit may be obtained from the Bureau of Water
Management 860-424-3018,

Section 22a-363b of the Connecticut General Statues speaks to the issue of routine maintenance for
permilted structures, fill, obstructions and encroachments. Please be aware that routine maintenance, by
definition, refers only to the replacement and repair of out-of-water structures. Work associated with in-
kind replacement or repair of “in-water” structures, as n rule, requires a permit or certificate of
permission from the Office of Long Island Sound prior to undertaking such activity.

If applicable, be sure to have executed the apprapriate Property Transfer Form, required under the
Property Transfer Program administered by the Bureau of Water Management. Contact the Bureau of
Water Management, Property Transfer Program at 860-424-3705 for additional information.

Please be aware that in addition to permit transfer fees, there may be other fees, such as annual fees or
emission fees, associated with the permits being transferred. These fees from each of the Department's
programs vary depending on the facility's specific activity. The Department will invoice the new
permittee for such fees prior to the required payment date.

Northeast Nuclear Energy Co. and Dominion Nuclear Connecticut, Inc. should note that if they wish to
conduct any activity authorized by a permit from this Department, they must obtain the appropriate
permits prior to conducting such activity. Please be aware that performing an activity without a permit
required by Title 22a of the Connecticut General Statutes may subject you to an injunction and penaltics.
